2/2005  Ch  airman  N  report 


The  chairman  thanked  die  officers  for  their  work  during  the  year  and  the  membership  for  their 
support.  Talks  had  been  well  attended,  resulting  in  a  number  of  new  members.  One 
disappointment  was  the  poor  attendance  at  summer  events.  Feedback  from  the  group  would  be 
welcome  as  to  the  reasons  these  events  were  not  supported  e.g,  conflicting  commitments,  the 
wTong  choice  of  activity  or  dates. 

He  reported  that  slow  progress  was  being  made  on  surveying  at  Kirkland.  The  support  of  out  two 
professional  archaeologist  wras  significant  and  as  they  wrere  both  working  the  demands  on  their 
time  were  great.  The  plan  is  to  do  a  detailed  survey  of  one  of  the  larger  features  in  2005. 

3/2005  Secretary's  Report 

The  secretary’  outlined  the  year's  activities.  The  committee  had  met  quarterly.  There  had  been  six 
talks,  several  had  related  to  the  Eden  Valley  and  had  been  very  well  attended.  In  February  an 
informative  visit  to  Penrith  Museum  had  been  enjoyed  by  members.
